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MUCH TO DO IN ‘52 

In the year 1950 there was a city located near the largest 
body of fresh water entirely within the boundaries of the United 
States. This city was situated in the midst of the richest soil 
in the nation and in a climate which boasted eternal summer 
Its potential was great. 

But this city, which was also on the inland wat 
the state much traveled by freight and pleasure craft, had no port 
or docking facilities, and water traffic passed Ít by

When new comers entered the city, 
for some time before becoming acquai 
ganizations and activities of the city.

The 
sections had their own problems and suggestions but these never 
were compiled for official recognition and action 


At the festive Christmas time, many of the residents flocked 
into nearby large cities to take their children to see Santa Claus 
and inform him of their hearts’ desires. 

But in the year 1951 some changes took place in this city. 

A group of leaders appeared before the Internal Improve- 
ment Trustees in Tallahassee and obtained land near Torry Island 
for the construction of a port ànd docking facilities. Through 
persistent efforts they achieved a promise of backing and sup- 
port from the Palm Beach Port Authority and authorized the city 
engineer to proceed immediately on drawing the plans. 

Early in the year 1952 the engineer afinounced he had com- 
pleted his drafts and that the plans were ready for local approval 
before being presented to the Port Authority for prompt action. 

Leaders negotiated with the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion for a program of improvement on the local airport so the 
crop dusters could carry on their activities uninterrupted. At a 
special meeting the city and county agreed to stand a share of 
the expense if the administration would meet their combined 
sum. Although the airport story became involved when the 
necessary federal funds were not appropriated, the local group 
was not discouraged and started on a program to gather vital 
data to illustrate the imparative need for the improvements to 
the high officials, 

Special pamphlets were published and distributed to city 
new comers, listing and explaining the activities and groups of 
the city. 

Farmers and landowners gathe at several organized meet- 
ings putting together their problems, suggestions and questions 
concerning water control, Engineers of the Central and South- 
ern Florida Flood Control District met in the city with this group 
and discussed these specific questions and took under considera- 
tion the problems and requests. This all paved the way for a 
big meeting in the future when the U. S. Engineers would: be 
present. 

At Christmas many more people remained at Kome patron- 
izing their local merchants, for the city was a “Christmas City.” 
‘There was a Santa in the city, and the streets were decorated 
with brilliant lights, store wi attractively trimmed

FLORIDIANS SPEND $15 
MILLION FOR CANDY 

Floridians’ appetites for 
sweets this year add up to a $15 
million demand for candy and 
confectionery products. 

The manufacture of candy 
and related products within 
Florida has shown steady 
growth during recent years yet j| 
meets only one-sixth of the 
Florida demand for these 
sweets, says the Florida State 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Although it would not be eco- 
nomically feasible for all types 
of candy consumed in Florida 
to be made here, it appears 
obvious that this manufacture 
field could be expanded apprec- 
iably. With a strong demand 
and a $9 million annual sugar 
crop, Florida could be a far 
more important candy produc- 
ing`area than it is today. 

Pointing up this fact, this 
week's business review of the 
State Chamber's research and 
industrial division releases the 
latest estimates on the market 
and the industry. In 1950 Flor- 
ida-made candy, glazed fruits 
and other such sweets were 
valued at $2,478,000. The 1951 


TAMED WILD PETS MAY 
CARRY RABIES GERMS 


Two young raccoons found 
wandering in the woods in Hills-| 
borough County near the 
Pinellas County line and taken| 
home for family pets subse- 
quently died of rabies, the Flor- | 
ida State Board of Health said | 
today. 
| The rabies deaths were con- 
firmed by tests made by the 
state health agency’s Bureau of 
Laboratories in Jacksonville, 
says Dr. J. E. Scatterday, pub-! 
lic health veterinarian, | 

Dr. Scatterday, member of 
the State Board of Health staff, 
issued the following warning:| 

“People who find apparently | 
tame small wild animals should 
avoid them. It is not natural 
for a wild animal to let itself be 
taken captive unless the ani- 
mal is ill or injured. There is 
a possibility that rabies is being 
transmitted among small ani-| 
mals in the area where the two} 
young raccoons were found. 
This disease, usually fatal if not 
treated in time, is easily trans- 
mitted to people by bits from 
the infected animal.” 

For a short time before they 
died, the coons were snapping 
and snarling in their improvised 
cage. The family becaming 
alarmed, called in a sanitarian 
from the Hillsborough County 
Health Department to investi- | 
gate. Heads of the animals were 
sent to the State Board -of 
Health Laboratories in Jackson- 
ville, where evidence of rabies 
infection was found and listed 
as the cause of death.
